It is said that Conti had as accom- 
plice a second-hand dealer at Nice, who 
disposed of the stolen property.

London, June 13.—Thomas Bradley, 
the ex-soldier, who has made his escape 
from Heath asylum, Bexley, did so in a 
most ingenious manner. 

Bradley is described as ‘“‘dangerous at 
times,’ and this is the second time he 
has eluded the vigilance of the attend- 
ants. 

On the first occasion he escaped in a 
very ordinary manner by simply scaling 
the walls while nobody was looking, 
but was caught soon afterwards, 

In this instance he gained his liberty 
by exercising unlimited patience, excep- 
tional skill, and abundant craftiness. 

From inquiries made it is evident that 


Bradley must have worked out the pre- 
cise details of his escape a long time 
ago. 

Briefly, what he did was this. 
a panel out of his bedroom door, 
through the aperture thus made 
the corridor, took up his clothes from 
a table, dressed himself, went to the 
day-room, climbed through a window 
und dropped into the courtyard below, 
crossed a farm, and scaled a _ fence 
abutting on the main road.

UF CROWN PRINCE 


Dramatic Story of Austrian 
Prince Is Told, 


The Love Affairs of the Crown 
Prince Rudolph, of the Reign- 
ing House of Austria, Have 
Resulted in the death of 
Three People.

Vienna, June 13.—A dramatic story of 
a tragedy which concerned members 
of the reigning house of Austria is told 
in a@ book which has been published by 
a court official, ‘who concealed his 
identity under the name of “‘An <Aus- 
trian Aristocrat.’’ The principal per- 
sonage in the drama was the Crown 
Prince Rudolph, whose love affairs led 
to the death of three people. This is 
the author’s narrative: 

On January 27, 1889, a papal delegate 
presented himself tn the court marshal’s 
office of the ‘Imperial Hofburg. He 
brought letters from. Pope Leo XIII.

The emperor's amazewent knew no 
bounds when he learned for the first 
time from the pope's letter that the 
holy father was advising Crown Prince 
Rudolph, through his majesty, that it 
was impossible for the vatican to grant 
the prince imperial the divorce he was 
seeking at the pontiff’s feet. Francis 
Joseph was still more amazed when the 
pope quoted a letter from the crown 
princess also asking a separation. 

Rudolph subsequently listened to Pope 
Leo's letter with varying emotions. Sur- 
prise, resentment, fear, were alternate- 
ly pictured on his countenance. Then, 
overcome by emotion, he threw himself 
into his father’s arms and promised on 
his honor to accept the pope's advice, 
return to his wife, and break with 
Baroness Vetsera. /Following his fa- 
ther’s invitation he at once repaired to 
the crown princess to beg her pardon 
for his long neglect, and assure her 
that his love had returned and that 
thereafter he would honor her as wife 
and mother,

Rudolph kissed her and said he would 
be only too happy. Two hours later 
Prince Reuss’ guests were discussing the 
reconciliation of the long estranged 
couple, and before she went to bed that 
night Stephany telegraphed to King 
Leopold: “Your daughter is once 
more happy. Heaven be praised.’ 

Before leaving Prince Reuss’, Ru- 
dolph and Stephany issued invitations 
for a dinner to be held January 29, 
when the reconciliation was to be offi- 
cially celebrated. 

Next morning (January 28) Rudolph 
announced to his wite that he had pre- 
viously made arrangements to hunt at 
Meyerling, Prince Phillip of Coburg, 
Count Joseph Hoyos, and others being 
his guests. ‘“‘But I will be back tomor-. 
row afternoon,’’ he assured his wife. 

The Death Warrant. 


In the meantime the Baroness Marie 
had heard the story of the reconcilia- 
tion between Rudolph and Stephany. 
She immediately communicated with 
one Bratfisch, the cabman who always 
drove Rudolph when the latter did not 
want to be seen in his own carriage. 

Bratfisch informed the baroness that 
he had orders to drive Rudolph to his 
hunting box. “Two thousand five hun- 
dred dollars if you will take this let- 
ter to him, and $2,500 more if you re- 
turn ‘with orders to bring me to Meyer- 
iing,’’ said the baroness. 

Bratfisch earned the £5,000, and 
doing 80 sealed the death warrant 
three. 

The hunting party at Meyerling was 
much disappointed on Tuesday morn- 
ing, January 29, when Rudolph in- 
formed his friends that a cold  pre- 
vented him from participating in the 
chase. At about the time when the 
hunters left for the forest, Baroness 
Marie entered Bratfisch’s cab in Vienna 
and was rapidly driven away in the di- 
rection of the suburbs. The lovers met 
at a cross road, about a mile from Mey- 
erling, and drove to the hunting lodge 
together. 

Rudolph and Marie entered the green 
parlor of the lodge on the ground floor. 
and some time later the crown prince 
dispatched the following telegram. to 
Stephany: “Sorry [ can’t come: am jn- 
disposed, but it is nothing serious. 
Rudolph.”

The banker at once jumped at his 
throat. The crown prince tore shimself 
loose, seized a revolver and shot Marie’g 
uncle in the abdomen. 

Less than twenty minutes after her 
uncle was wounded to death Marie sat 
down to dinner with his slayer and the 
hunting party, a dinner at which every 
one drank deeply. About midnight the 
crown prince announced that his cold 
compellieGd him to withdraw, and or- 
dered Bratfisch to drive the baronegs 
to the Royal hotel in Baden. This was 
done for decorum. After ail had taken 
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leave of Marie she slipped up the stairs 


and into Rudolph’s apartments. 

The crown. prince, who had drank 
very heavily, soon fell asleep, while 
Marie sat up thinking of her disgrace 
and her shattered hopes. She leaned 
out of the window and saw the room 
where the doctors were working over 
the prostrate form of her uncle. If he 
died. and he was sure to die—she had 
Overheard one of the servantS Say 80- 
his blood was on her.

ANOWS NO LET UP

Apitation: for Woman's Sufag 
in England Active 


The Militant Ladies Are Very Much 
Dissatisfied With the Premier's 
Promise, and Welcome the 
Announcement of an 
Autumn Session,

London, June !13.—The announcement 
of an autumn session came as welcome 
news to women suffragists, for this 
meant that time could more easily be 
provided by the government for the 


later stages of the women’s enfran- 


| chisement bill, which had already pass-

ed the second reading. As the govern- 
ment can, if they have the will, find the 
way. the demand for facilities for this 
measure will be maintained during the 
whole of the session, in spite of Mr. 
Asquith’s unfavorable reply to the dep- 
utation of members of parliament. 

Mr. Asquith, 4s a reazon for denying 
these facilities for Mr. Stanger’s bill, 
Pleads lack of time, yet the govern- 
ment was willing to find the time to 
carry ‘Mr. Dickinson's London eleciora] 
bill, and had that measure not been 
talked out at the second reading, the 
present session would have seen it car- 
ried into law. We are, therefore, justi- 
fied in claiming that what the govern- 
ment was prepared to do for another 
private member’s bill, they ought to be 
prepared to do for iMr. Stanger’s bill. 

Let us turn now to the consideration 
of what practical proposals Mr. As- 
quith has to lay before the women 
of the country in regard to 
franchisement. In response to a de- 
mand for votes for women, he an- 
nounces the introduction of a measure 
of franchise reform for men alone. All 
that he has to offer to women is the 
more Or less vague assertion that the 
government will not oppose a woman 
suffrage amendment to that measure, 
provided it is drawn on certain lines, 
which he does not specify. 

‘*Danger in Delay.” 


There are more reasons than one why 
Mr. Asquith’s declaration is far irom 
inspiring the Women’s Social and Po- 
litical Union with confidence. In the 
first place we are not content that the 
settlement of our question shail be any 
longer postponed. The enactment of 
Mr. Stanger’s bill would remove a 
long-Standing injustice, would bring 
credit to the government, and would 
enable a large number of public-spirit- 
ed women now engaged in seeking the 
vete to devote their energies to the 
work of constructive reform. 

It is difficult to understand what pos- 
Sible advantage even to themselves 
there can be in the government’s policy 
of delay. It is certain that from the 
suffragist point of view the delay in- 
vOlved by waiting for the foreshadowed 
reform bill is dangerous. No one can 
predict with certainty that the proposed 
reform bill will the light of day 
during this parliament, for some un- 
foreseen turn of events may precipitate 
a generai election before there has 
been any opportunity of introducing 
the measure. Even if it is safely 
launched, the govérnment refuge the 
responsibility of proposing woman suf- 
frage, and declare that woman's polit- 
ical fate must depend upon the issue of 
a division taken at the instance of a 
private member. 

The refusal of the government to ac- 
cept responsibility for proposing woman 
suffrage as part of their electoral bill 
ean truly be described as insulting, but 
it is the practical effect of their policy 
that is of real importance. By some 
Mr. Asquith’s declaration of neutrality 
is regarded as a device for yielding 
without seeming to yield to the mill- 
cant suffragist agitation, but the record 
of the government in regard to woman 
suffrage is such as to make it impossi- 
ble for suffragists to feel anything 
but the gravest apprehension and mis- 
giving.

Yet 
the government intends to introduce 
a franchise measure which applies to 
men and not to women! 

Everything goes to prove that suf- 
fragists must be more watchful and 
more active than ever, and that no re- 
liance must be placed on the declara- 
tion which the government has made. 

The National Women’s Social and 
Political Union intends to press for the 
enactment of the women’s enfranchise- 
nent bill. If the government wishes 
‘ater on to improve the machinery of 
the franchise, well and good, but a 
necessary preliminary to that is the 
removal of the political qualification of 
sex by distinct measure. The enfran- 
nisement of women must not be made 
‘ontingent upon the success or failure 
of a general measure of franchise re- 
form. but must be dealt with on its

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“Keeley on the Correct Thine” 


-General Comment on ‘the Unique

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LINEN FASHIONABLE. 
AND SERVICEABLE 


HE linen used this season is in 
a coarse quality, not unlike 
burlap. It has no gloss on it, 
and is porous, 

Popular colors are pink, 
mauve, jade and jockey green, white 
and several shades of blue, ranging 
from sapphire to Copenhagen. 

Brown has a certain place, and is 
very popular for morning and train 
wear. It is not used in any of its 
shades for dressy Hnen frocks. 

No,color gives more service for street 
wear than brown, and therefore 
it should be chosen for a coat suit or 
a frock which one will wear in the 
dust of streets and trains. It also 
serves vers well for morning wear at 
all vacation resorts. 

There is not so mucn disposition to 
plait the skirts this summer as there 
has been in past years. The gored 
skirt is again in fashion. The pieces 
may be circular or straight, and there 
is no attempt at trimming the seams. 

On some well-made. skirts the seams 
are lapped, and run through with two 
rows of stitching, but this fs not quite 
es correct as the plain seam, which 1s 
very wel! pressed, so that it will not 


be noticed. 

The hem is about three or five inches 
deep, and is also untrimmed. Attached 
folds are not very safe on the short 
linen skirts that must be washed. but 
they are very much used on the lawn 
skirts that will be worn in after- 
noon or evening. Soutache braid is not 
put on the walking skirts, either, for 
thev are given every chance to wash 
well. 

The popular skirts are fastened down 
the front. This has been a conserva- 
tive fashion for years, and now it is a 
general one, Large buttons are used, 
and if the button holes are ornamental, 
so much the better. 

The tlouses are made in fumper 
style as a rule. for this fashion, !fn- 
stead of being ousted. remains in first 
place. It !s necessary that the jumper 
should be of the same material as the 
ekirt. which was not a necessity be- 
fore. This !s the only change in its 
usage. 

The Japanese jumper fs as much {fn 
style as the smaller one. The former 
is ¢ut in cane effect. with wide points 
over the arms, to fall down at sides of 
holes as well as over center of 
arm. There is no joining under the 
arm. The whole jumper is like a cape 
that runs to the belt, and just as long 
back as front. The guimpes or blouses 
worn with these jumpers should al- 
wavs be of white, and transparent ma- 
terial. Silk will not do. 

A mode! recently shown fn one of the 
shops which fs attracting a great deal 
of attention has all the late touches 
of fashion. The color !s mauve, and 
the weave is coarse and wide, without 
gloss. The skirt !s gored, and has 
two verv wide tucks above a 4-inch 
hem. Down the center front {s a 
straight panel done with a soutache 
embroidereq design in rose. Tan sou- 
tache is used. There are slight tucks 
in the back of the skirt, which are 
heavily pressed down on each side of 
the placket. The jumper and _ the 
guimpe are attached, ynlined, and all 
fastened down the back. It is cut out 
in round shape at the neck, but very 
little on the shoulders, and fs about 
the same depth, front and back. Down 
the center there are three bands of 
the soutache embroidery, between 
which are two groups of flatly pressed 
plaits. The edge is bound with deep 
violet linen, The short Japanese 
sleeves have flat tucks above a wide 
band of the embroidery. The yoke Is 
made from filet lace insertion in @ull 
ecru. and the stock is attached and 
boned high behind the ears. At its 
top ts a narrow band of violet linen. 
and there is also an inch-wide band of 
this at the edge of the Japanese upper 
sleeve. The belt is of violet linen, laid 


in flat plaits and stitched. It is not 
boned, but is starched and run through 


a silver buckle in front.

THE HOUSE BEAUTIFUL: 
RENAISSANCE ART. 


N every side we hear of ‘“Renais- 
sance this or Renaissance that” 
as being applied particularly to 
interior furnishing of rooms. 
Heretofore it has been applied 

chiefly to the exterior and referred to 
as some particular style of architecture. 
However, among those who are particu- 
lar there is a strong demand for a re- 
vival of the ancient styles, a sort of a 
“survival of the fittest,’ in the furnish- 
ing of homes.

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| AMENDMENT OF STATE BANKING LAWS. 


in his address before the Georgia Bankers’ Association gathered at 
‘Brunswick, Joseph A. McCord, of Atlanta, as chairman of the committee on 
legislation, suggested certain needed amendments in the banking laws of 
Georgia, which should be given profound consideration by the lawnfakers 
soon to assemble in Atlanta. 

These cuggestions “will no doubt be adopted as the judgment of the 
State association and will be urged upon the legislature by a committee of 
bankers representing the association. 

it should be the constant aim of the state to preserve the strength and 
integrity of the banks which it charters and over which it has supervision. 

Its dutv to its citizens makes this obligation one of vital importance. 
The preservation of business prosperity depends in large measure upon the 
Stability ofthe banks in a community. 

lt is true that the prosperity of the banks is a faithful and almost un- 
erring ingex of general business conditions. But it is also true that even 
in times of unbounded prosperity, mismanagement and lax management of 
banking institutions, will react most unfavorably upon the industries or bus- 
iness concerns of a state and community. 

The logic of Mr. McCord’s suggestions is that such laws should be 
passed as will make for sound banking. Once these measures are on the 


|Statute books, they should be rigidly enforced This requires expert ex- 
aminers and experts cost money. To provide the money to meet this ex- 


present fees for examination, In other words, where the fee is now $12.50, 
it is proposed to increase it to $15, and where the fee is only $10, to increase 
it to $12.5 

Among the other reforms in our banking laws which are urged are 
these: 

1. Payment in full of the capital stock of banks. 

2. Limitation of borrowing liability to an amount equal to capital, sur 
plus and undivided profits. 

3. Limiting amount of loans on industrial stocks. 

4. Preventing the use of a bank’s capital to acquire industrial stocks. 

5. A good savings bank law. 

6. Increase in-amount of examination fees. 

Such amendments to the state banking laws would increase public con- 
fidence in the banks. The greater the confidence, the more stable will be 
business conditions in the state. These measures backed by the indorse 
ment of the Georgia Bankers’ Association, should have the careful attention 
of the legislature.

In this connection, The Constitution bespeaks the interest of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, as an organization and its members individually, in the 
furtherance of the movement to extend the corporate Hmits of the city of 
Atlanta. Elsewhere we have analyzed this preeminent issue in plain terms. 

In its province, the annexation of the suburbs contiguous to the city of 
Atlanta is a project no less important than the consummation of: the bond 
issue. The two are, in fact, in a measure related, Suburban residents are 
to profit by the improvements bought with this issue of bonds almost 
equally with de facto Atlantans. That they should defray their share in the 
expense of this issue is a principle irrefutable in moral law or in logic. 

The Constitution appreciates, to the ultimate, what these organized bus- 
iness men have done for Atlanta. Their determined activity can assure such 
action at the special committee meeting of next Tuesday, as will remove 
a momentous issue from the realm of dangerous uncertainty.

CREOSOTED WOOD BLOCK PAVEMENTS. 


in a most interesting and timely communication presented elsewhere 
today, H. L. Collier, the commissioner of public works, makes out a strong 
case for creosoted wood block pavements. 

He urges that a city plant be constructed to properly treat these blocks 
and that the city force lay them, 

Numerous illustrations are presented to show that this method of street 
paving has passed the experimental stage. If properly treated and properly 
laid, Mr. Collier shows that wood blocks will present a smoother surface, 
wear better, last longer, and give more satisfaction than any other form of 
Street paving. 

In support of his contention, the commissioner quotes: a highly favor- 
able opinion on the subject of creosoted wood blocks for pavements, from 
an expert of the United States department of agriculture, who notes several 
striking cases in which this form of paving has” proven its durability, worth 
and cheapness. 

In Baltimore, Chicago and New York, experiments have been made with 
all manner of paving materials, including asphalt, various kinds of brick, 
asphalt blocks and creosoted wood blocks. Being subjected to severe tests 
under extraordinary conditions, the wood blocks have proven their superi- 
ority over the other materials. 

The commissioner of public works cites the two and one-half miles of 
wood block pavement recently laid in Atlanta as an object lesson of its 
satisfactory character. All of this pavement except that on North Pryor 
|at the Candler building, was put down by contract. The latter stretch of 
pavement was laid by the city’s force at a saving of from 50 cents to 69 
icents per square yard below the cost of the other. 

This leads Mr. Collier to suggest the advisability of having the city of 
Atlanta erect a plant for treating these blocks and have the public works 
force put down the pavement, 

The arguments in favor of the plan, appear sound and practical. If the 
city can save 50 cents per square yard, and over, by doing this work at 
home, it is argument enough. 

But the further advantage cited, namely, that it will give employment 
to Atlanta laborers and keep the city’s.money at home, is unanswerable. 
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LAXITY AGAIN IN VITAL STATISTICS. 


The latest meeting of the board of health disclosed what The Constt- 
tution has predicted would be the ultimate outcome of our disgracefully lax 
System of recording vital statistics in this city. 

Registration of births in this municipality for June showed a farcical 
discrepancy between the same number of days in the May preceding, The 
one explanation, as admitted by the board itself, is the failure of physicians 
and parents to report births within a reasonable time after their occurrence; 
to report them at all, im instances innumerable. 

This systematic and continued neglect indicts Atlanta before civilization. 
It advertises us to the world as suffering from a death-rate in excess of the 
birth-rate, when such is not the case. 

The city is maligned sufficiently under the present policy of indifference 
that fails to remove easily eradicable sources of disease. 

This misleading and costly proceeding is aggravated by the burlesque 
made of the ordinance that requires the immediate reporting of births in 
this community. 

The Constitution prophesied, some months ago, that the temporary 
activity on part of physicians and parents in observing the law, would soon 
wear out its energy without some definite penalty to compel unremitting 
observance. 

That prophesy has been verified. 

in all reason, what spirjt of indifference and neglect possesses our peo- 
ple? Surely, they cannot be alive to the consequences of a haphazard sys- 
tem that damages Atlanta in the eyes of the nation, and that lays the founda- 
tion for many grave legal and other complications. 

The remedy is obvious and inexpensive. It lies in passing and EN- 
FORCING a law making it a misdemeanor for physicians, or others ojificiat- 
ing at events of this nature, to fail to report WITHOUT DELAY. 

The only way to make the remedy of efficacy, is to enforce the law, 
without discrimination, against the next few offenders. There would then 
be an immediate cessation of the unreasonable neglect that pillories the most 
important citv in the southern states. 

The board of health, the mayor of Atlanta and the thinking element in 
this city are behind The Constitution in its contentions with regard to tbis 


matter.

WILL SHIP LARGE CROP 


Biggest Crop in the History of the 
industry, and Over 150 Car- 
loads Will Be Marketed. 


Wey nesboro, Ge., June 16.—(Special.)— 
The peach shipments will begin here 
shortly and a great crop is expected. 
About 150 cars will be shipped from 
this depot this season and the peach 
growers are happy over the prospects. 
Already peaches have been shipped by 
express and freight and the commission 
men have opened offices in the city to 
handle the crop. 

There are in the neighborhood of 200,- 
000 peach trees in this community and 
Packers have been brought here to 
gather them. Goon the EXberta season 
will be at hand and then the shipments 
will begin in earnest. Those being 
shipped now are the eaflier variety. 

A canning factory has been éestablish- 
ed and is in operation canning those of 
the peaches that are too soft or too 
small to ahip, and # is doing business 
with a rush.

COLLIER ON STREET PAVING; 


Dditor Constitution: Knowing your in- 
terest in strest pavements and willing- 
ness to help forward any municipal 
improvement, I ask space in your col- 
umne .to answer a question several 
times asked of me lately concerning 
oreosoted wood block pavement, vis: 
“What effect would a fire, stich as that 
which ‘recently occurred on Mitchell 
street, near the Terminal station, have 
on creosoted wood block pavement?’ 

The members of the ‘“Ananias”’ Paving 
Club says to ‘the uninformed, “Such a 
fire would destroy a credsoted wood 
block pavement.” 

We say such a fire would do but /it- 
tle if any harm to a creosoted wood 
block pavement. 

Fortunately, we do not have to wait 
years for evidence to refute their asser- 
tion and sustain ours. We have 
already seen the test severely made on 
three different and widely separated 
occasions. 

FIRST. |. 
“In 1896. in San Francisco, the largest 
warehouse ever built in fhe United 
States was constructed on the water 
front—it was floored with modern wood 
block pavement. The night after its 
oompietion it caught fife and burned 
down. Nothing was left but the floor. 
which was charred about one-eighth of 
an inogh and very regular in depth. 
The charred surface was cut off by 
means of a steel scrape and the ware- 
house rebuilt over the same floor— 
and a better floor could not have been 
constructed, 
SECOND. 

1901, in Baltimore, on Holliday 
between Baltimore and Fayette 
streets, the city engineer invited all 
the paving contractors who scontem- 
plated bidding on paving contracts to lay 
a section of their best pavement as 
specimens—sections from fifteen to 
thirty feet long; extending from curb 
to curb. were assigned to two sheet 
asphalt, one asphalt block, seVYen vit- 
rifted brick, and one creosoted wood 
block contractor. Bach did his beat. 
On either side of. that portion of Holll- 
day street were solidly bulit stores 
from four to six stories high. 

Gn the terrible conflagration of 1908 
the buildings all burned completely 
down—to location in the Baltimore fire 
experienced more intense heat. In 1904 
we examined these specimen pavements 
closely—all showed decided wear except 
the creosoted blocks, on which no evi- 
dence of wear or deterioration was dis- 
covered; surface perfectiy smooth, ev 
ery block, even ;those in the sharp 
points of a cross-aver in the street car 
tracks, in place. 

' THIRD. 

The third instance, fortunately, 
curred On Mitchell street, near the 
Terminal station in this city—at the 
recent fire. About 100 feet east of 
Madison avenue in the space betwe2n 
the tracks, is a patch 5 feet square in 
the brick pavemént, made with creo- 
soted wood biocks. The patch was 
caused by a steam heat cut. Wool 
blocks were used because we had no 
vitrified bricks with which to make 
the patch. 

During the recent fire no place on 
Mitchell street experienced more in- 
tense heat. Hot .walis fell into the 
street and covered ‘the patch to a depth 
of two or more feet. On examination 
after the rubbish had been removed 
from the street, we found a few small 
scars not exceeding {-!0 inch in depth, 
while on the south side of the Street 
car tracks are several places where the 
asphalt pavement was so badly injured 
by the fire as to require a repaving. 

IT IS THE BEST. 

For five years we have fought to have 
wood block pavement put down in At- 
lanta, believing, after years of study, 
it to be the best of all pavements. We 
now have about 2% miles of creosote 
wood block pavement down on our 
streets and viaducts. 

All put down under 
that on North Pryor and 
streets, adjacent to the Candler builid- 
ing, which was put down by the de- 
partment of public works’ force, on 6 
inches of Portland cement concrete 
bage and % inch of cement mortar bed, 
at a cost of $2.60 per square yard. 
Edgewood avenue pavement, on a sani 
cushion, coset by contract $3.10, and 
Broad street pavement, also on a sand 
cushion, by contract, cost $3.29 per 
square yard. 

Edgewood avenue and Broad atreet 
block pavements were put down by 
negro labor under white foremen. Nort): 
Pryor and Houston street wood biock 
pavements were put down by white ia 
bor paid $2 per day, under a whit» 
foreman, paid $3.26 per day.

Fourth—That the creosote oozing Out 
of the blocks would eat up the rubber 
tires of automobiles and other vehicles. ’ 

Fifth—‘That if a fire occurred adja- 
cent to said pavement it would be en- 
tirely destroyed—really so inflammabie 
was it that it would cause a fire to 
spread.”’ 

These deciarations have 
proven untrue.

The United States departmem of azg- 
ricuiture has issued cirovlar No, 141, 
On creosoted wood block paVement, 
dated March 4, 1908. 

As en Official answer tothese charg2sa 
we will quote briefly a few extracts 
therefrom for the edification of those 
who are paying for oreosoted wood 
block paving, as well as for the con- 
founding of the’ enemies of said paving. 

FIRST. 

“In Baitimore, in summer of [90i, 
there were laid several adjacent strips 
of experimental pavements, ‘including 
Sheet asphalt, asphalt blocks, several 
kinds of brick, and dcdreosoted wood. 
After five years’ service, and after 
passing through the gréat fire, the wood 
was in better condition than any of the 
Others.”” After six years’ service (in 
1907) all these specimen pavements, ex- 
cept the creosoted wood block, were 
condemned as worn out and removad 
end creosoted wood biocks laid itn their 
stead. 

SECOND. 

‘In front of the Auditorium hotel, on 
Michigan avenue, Chicago, is a creo- 
soted long-leaf pine pavement, laid in 
the year 1900. Adjoining it an area of 
asphalt blocks was laid at. the same 
time. In 1905 the asphalt blocks were 
removed and replaced with wood biocks. 
In five years the asphalt had worn 
down On an average {| inch, but very 
unevenly, so that ruts had formed and 
the blocks were badly rounded. 

“The wooden blocks, during this time, 
had worn off only one-eighth of an 
inch, and the surface except for a 


badly constructed gutter at one point, | 


was still perfectly smooth and of even 
grade, 
THIRD, 

“In 1902 the Metropolitan Street Raii- 
way Company, of New York city, de- 
cided to experiment with creosoted 
wooden blocks for paving between its 
tracks. A small area of long-leaf pine 
was laid on Hudson street, the wood 
heing flanked at either end by granite 
blocks, the material hitherto used. At 
the point selected there is a very heaVy 
trucking traffic from Nerth § river 
wharves, and the stress on the pave- 
ment, where the trucks run with one

great that granite begins to show a rut 
YN SK wieeowds, and a renewal almost 
annually. At the end of four years the 
wood, though showing a heavy rut, was 
still sound and in position, and good 
for at least one more year. The gran- 
{te on either side had been renewed 
three times during the four years. 
FOURTH. 

“The Rush street bridge in Chicago is 
said by the chief engineer of streets to 
carry a traffic as heavy as any pointin 
the city. It was paved in i899 with 
creosoted long-leaf pine blocks. After 
seven years’ service it !s in good condi- 
tion and is expected by said engineer to 
last several years more.” (The Rush 
street bridge traffic is five times as 
heavy as at any point in Atlanta.) 

Thus we see that the government ex- 
pert cites instances where a creosoted 
wood block pavement has, under simi- 
lar cHNmatic and traffic conditions, out- 
worn at least four granite block paVve- 
ments-——-more than four times the life of 
asphait and asphalt blocks, and still! tn 
good condition. Eight brick pavements 
were pitted against it In Baltimore, and 
@ year ago they were all declared worn 
out and removed and the wood blocks 
pronounced still in first-class condition, 
showing but little wear—‘good for sey- 
eral years yet.’ Need more be said? 
This is the testimony of everyone wh? 
has studied the subject and given cre- 
osoted wood block pavement a fair test. 

Remember, the blocks should bé 
treated wth heavy oil of creosote, wita 
@ specific gravity of not legs than |!.09, 
says the government expert—!.!2 is bet- 
ter, saye Chief Engineer Tillson, of 
New York city. They should be laid on 
a bed of Portland cement mortar, er 
in a Wwaeh of asphalt cement, and not 
on sand. There should be no transverse 
expansion joints. The goVernmé@nt ex- 
pert says of such joints: “They are 
altogether bad.”’ 

If other proof is needed to condemn 
them, examine FPidgewood avenue and 
Broad street pavements. 

The blocks should be closely laid, but 
not jammed. 

One-inceh expansion joints next ‘to eurb 
is sufficient provision for expansion in 
a properly treated wood block pave- 
ment. 

The fall from crown to ¢urb should 
not exceed \%-inch to ! foot. 


MUNICIPAL PLANT. 

A municipal plant would not only tn- 
6ure proper treatment of the blocks, 
which is the essence of the life of the 
pavement, but would also save at least 
20 per cent of the cost of the pave- 
ment to the property holders. Would 
also guarantee the sale of the lumbeftf 
to Atlanta firms, the entire work to At- 
lanta labor, and all the money put in 
creosoted wood block pavements would 
remain tn Atlanta banks. 

As .now, Louisiana furnished the ia- 
bor and material in the Edgewood ave- 
nue bilocks—and Alabama the labor 
and material in the Broad. street 
blocks, and the laying of the bloc«s 
on Broad street was done by Birming- 
ham contractors. Nine chances to one 
Birmingham and Chattanooga or other 
places furnished the labor. 

If the city did her own work. wood 
block pavements would be constructed 
by well-paid Atlanta white labor (the 
departments are required to employ 
citizens of Atlanta). We have strong 
lumber firms who can supply the lum- 
ber at minimum prices, and white mé4n 
who can lay the blocks, as was proven 
on the paving around the Candler 
building. 

Why not keep Atlanta money within 
Atlanta and employ Atlanta mechanics 
and Atlanta labor on the city’s work? 

Ir given thirty intelligent young 
white men at $2 per day, we can put 
down and take care of all permanent 
pavement, .giving better pavemont and 
at 20 per cent less cost to the property 
holders. 

Each year these men would become 
more proficient; whereas, under the 
present contract practice, no contracto- 
getting two contracts, we have no ex- 
pertenced men in putting down our 
pavements. As a result Atlanta does 
not get the best work, although she 
pays the “top price.” Yours respect- 
fully, H, COLLIER, 
Commissioner Works.

Suffrage societies 
in America, Austria, France, Russia, 
Canada, Australia and South Africa 
sent representatives to support the Brit- 
ish women. The great procession was 
swelled in Trafalgar square by several 
thousand barmaids, who had been 
demonsirating against the licensing Dill.

All sorts of women, whose conditions 
in life are as wt apart the poles, 
took part in the march and united in 
the common cause of woman suffrage. 
There were university women in caps 
and gowns, writers, dramatists, artists, 
doctors, clerks, nurses, factory hands 
and domestic workers.

General MeGlashan was born in Edin- 
burgh, Scotland, May 19, 1830. In 1848 
he emigrated to America, and eight 
years later he joined General Walker 
in his Nicaraugua filibuster. He en- 
listed in the confederate service, ri?- 
ing in rank to brigadier general, his 
commission in that rank being the last 
signed by President Davis before the 
fall of Richmond. 

General McGlashan was wounded in 
the battles of Sharpsburg and Cedar 
Creek. He-was captured at Sailor's 
Creek. and was in prison in Washington 
when Lincoln was assassinated.

Two Thousand Persons Need Aid. 


Vadalia, La., June |3.—Captain J lL 
Long. U. S. A., stationed at the Jeffer- 
son barracks. New Orleans, has re- 
turned from an Inepection of the flood- 
ed portions of the parishes of Cata- 
houla and Concordia, Louisiana. and re- 
ports that 2,000 persons are in urgent 
need of immediate relief from the gov- 
ernment. He said that it will be im- 
possible for the people in that qistrict 
to make a crop this year, and they are 
in a destitute condition.

Commission Threatens 
Prosecute Violators 
of the Law.

Washington, June !3.—Violations of 
the anti-pass provision of the railroad 
rate law have been reported to the inter- 
state commerce commission, and the 
commission today issued a drastic order 
threatening offending roads with prose- 
cution. The order says: 


“Many abuses in the issuance and use 
of passes have been discovered by the 
commission which it is desired to cor-} 
rect, and to this end, and because of the 
misinterpretation of the law by cars-, 
riers generally, the commission at this 
time makes announcement that it will 
recommend the indictment and prosecu- 
tion of all carriers and persons issuing 
passes to or allowing the use of passes 
by any persons not included in the 
designated classes to whom free trans- 
portation may be given by carriers.’ 


The carriers are enjoined against the 
destruction of records or memorandums 
touching the issuance of passes, and the 
passes themselves, coming into the 
hards of the carrters afterward, must} 
be retained for a period of not less than 


five years.

Bailiff Hutchins secured

elry recently from a local jeweler. Leav- 
ing his rig outside, the bailiff went 
into the shop and asked for his man 
Dixon was not in at the time, but came 
in a few minutes later with a package 
laundry.

bailiff. “Well, I have a 
your arrest.”

Hutchins then explained, and stated 
that he was ready to go to jafl» Dixon 
is said to have demurred, whereupon 
the former put his hand on Dixon’s 
shoulder as if to lead him out of the 
shop.

“Application has been made to the gov- 
ernor for the pardon of Caleb Power, 
who stands charged by tndictment found, 
in the Franklin cireuit court and after- 
wards transferred on change of venue 
the Scott circuit court, charged with 
(he orime of ‘being accessory before fhe 
fact to the wilful murder of William Goe- 
hel,’ The application is supported by 
petitions recommending the pardon of 
the aocused, signed by nearly 500,000 
persons, some 240,000 Kentuckians, and 
a large proportion are democrats. 

“It is not likely that at any time dur- 
ing my term of office I shall he called 
upon to decide matters of graver impor- 
tance than those presented by the appli- 
eation for pardon of Caleb Powers and 
James B. Howard. | have given to their 
consideration the most careful, conscl- 
entious and thorough investigation and 
thought in my power. I realize that 
Whatever my decision may be, it will be 
harshly criticised. For more than eight 
years this group Of cases has ineld the 
attention of the whole state, and, indeed, 
of the whole country, as no cases in this 
state ever did before. 

“The murder of Senator 
Stroyed a remarkable lite,

“The constitution makes it the duty 
of the governor, when granting a par- 
aon, to file with the application a state- 
ment of the reasons for his decision. 
After due notice to the representatives 
of the commonwealth and of the ac- 
cused, and after full argument before 
me in public by both sides, and after 
a most patient, laborious and careful 
examination of all of the evidence in 
the trials, I ~wrant Caleb Powers‘a full 
and unconditional. parden for the of- 
fense with which he stands charged, 
and of a restoration of all his rights of 
citizenship, and order that he be forth- 
with released from the jail in which 
he is inearcerated, and, in discharge 
of my duty under the above constitu- 
tional provision, I now state as my 
reason for granting a pardon, that I 
am firmly convinced that he is beyond 
all reasonable doubt. innocent of the 
crime charged against him in the in- 
dictment, and that any further prose- 
cutine against him for the crime so 
charged would be a great wrong, and 
against the peace and well-being of 
i} the commonwealth. 
| “Tl may say, in addition, that. In my 
judgment, after the fullest inquiry. the 
release of the accused from liability 
to further prosecution of the charge 
preferred against him {is desired by the 
vast majority of the people of Ken- 
tucky, without distinction as to party. 

“The court of appeals has reversed 
three trials and convictions of Caleb 
Powers, for error against him. On the 
fourth trial, ten of the twelve jurors, 
members of both parties, voted for his 
acquittal and signed a petition for his 
pardon. 

“Although 


the governor !s author- 
ized to pardon tn advance of or with- 
out reference to the trial of a case, 
such power shoula never be exercised 
except under the most extraordinary 
cfreumstances. The facts in the history 
of the prosecution of Powers, a8s 
known to all. need not be here detailed. 
It is sufficient to gay that the gov- 
ernor deems this an extraordinary 
case. and that the exercise now of the 
power of pardon and the discharge of 
the accuse] from further prosecution 
ia required by the highest considera- 
tions of public welfare, to say nothing 
of the tnijustice that will be done by 
the further pvrosecutton of a man who 
cannot possibly. under any evidence 
heretofore adduced or likely to be ad- 
duced, be found guilty by an tmpartial, 
non-partisan jury, and vet has been 
refused admission to ball. so that his 
anplication cannot be refused without 
continuing f{ndefinitelw the imprison- 
ment already continued efgwht vears of 
a man never leral'vy convicted and al- 
most araiitted on the only trial which 
has not been reversed.

In trial after trial Youtsey 
has testified and repeatedly confessed | 
that he did everything but fire the shot 
that killed William Goebel. 

“There is very little hope of ever 
having a jury trial of this case in Ken- 
tucky without political questions upper- 
most in the minds of the court, the 
counsel, and the jury. 

“In this case jurors were !asked on 
the voiore daire which party they be- 
longed to, so that there can be littie 
hope of a decision uniess the common- 
wealth or the defendant each select the 
whole jury, and there would thus be 
required trial after trial at enormous 
expense, and I feel it a plain duty to 
end this futile struggle, the anxiety, 
distress and waste of time, money and 
care, and take away from both parties 
the bone of contention; to do all that 
I can to restore peace to the state. 

‘Kor these reasons I pardon Caleb 
Powers, and order his immediate re- 
lease from the Scott county jail. at 
Georgetown, this, June 13, 1908.

The Case of Howard. 


The governor's reasons, in part, for 


the pardon of James B. 
as follows: 

‘In the matter of the application for 
James B. Howard, now serv- 
ing a life sentence in the peniientiary 
at Frankfort, under the judgment of an 
naib. for the wilful murder of 
Senator William Goebel, I grant. to 
him a full and unconditional pardon 
upon said charge, and. restoration to 
all the rights of citizenship, and direct 
his immediate reiease [rom the peniten- 
tiary at Frankfort. 

“This conclusion was reached after a 
public hearing of counsel for the com- 
imonwealth, and.Mr. Arthur Goebel, a 
brother of the deceased Senator William 
Goebel, and counsel for the prisoner, 
and a careful examination of all of the 
evidence and proceedings of the trial, 
which satisfied me beyond all doubt 
that James B. Howard had nothing 
whatever to do with the murder of 
William Gobel. 

“Henry Youtsey, in several trials, has 
testified that he formed the plan 
which was carried out in*the murder 
of Senator Goebel, experimented at dif- 
ferent windows to see which was tne 
best from which to fire the shot, got the 
rifle and the special ammunition, tried 
for many days to induce different men 
to ao the deed, and finally, when all 
others failed him, went into the room 
from which it was fired, made all the 
arrangements, and finally escaped from 
the room, and, by the route down the 
stairs, through the narrow obstructed 
passage in the basement, and out of 
the building. He confessed every step 
in the crime, except the shot, and 
there can be no doubt that he did that, 
too, although he denies it. 

“In the last triaj of Caleb Powers, 
the commonwealth’s attorney staked his 
case on the connection of Powers with 
James B. Howard as the man who fired 
the fata] shot. so that if the jury had 
found Powers guilty the verdict would 
have corroborated the judgment against 
Howard. 

“The defense denied that’ Howard 
and claimed that it was 
and demanded an ac- 
because there was 
no testimony connecting. him with the 
murder if Youtsey committed it. Ten 
of the jury voted to acquit Powers, and 
this corroborates the guilt of Youtsey 
and confirms my belief that Howard is 
innocent, and that he has unjustly suf- 
fered confinement. 

‘lor these reasons, in part, mors 
fully set out in my statement upon the 
of Powers, this pardon is 
granted this June 13, 1908.

The Murder of Goebel. 


The campaign that ended in the de- 
feat of Goebel] at the polls, the strug- 
gle incident to his legislative contest 
whereby he snatched the governorship 
from Taylor, his assassination, and the 
campaign of proscription waged by his 
replete 
with dramatic parts, but of al] the par- 
ticipants, none, not even Goebel himself, 
focussed public attention more clearly 
than Caleb Powers, the republican sec- 
retary of state. 

Powers has been fighting with a hal- 
ter around his neck for eight years. 
During all that thme he has lain large- 
ly in the power of his political: oppo- 
nents, the majority of those who were 
engaged in prosecuting him being par- 
tisans of Goebel. These opponents were 
surrounded by a horde of witnesses and 
detectives, and packed by the $50,000 re- 
ward fund, which the Goebe] democrats 
in the legislature voted from the public 
treasury to secure the conviction of the 
murderera. » 

Four times has Powers been tried for 
his life, the last trial resulting in a 
hung jury. 

At the hour Goebel was assassinated 
in Frankfort, Powers was some two 
hundred miles away on a train bound 
for western Kentucky, where he  in- 
tended raising a second “peaceful army” 

r “petition in boots’ to protest against 
what seemed would be the certain 
course of the legislature in proceedings 
to oust Governor Taylor and seat Goe- 
bel on contest proceedings. He re- 


, turned to Frankfort and remained there 


during the stormy days that culminated 
in the installment of Goebe] as govern- 
or upon his deathbed. Soon after. see- 
ing the trend of events, Powers and 32 
Frankfort policemen attempted to 
leave the capital by stealth. They were 
caught, and when given preliminary ar- 
raignment produ¢ed pardons signed by 
Tavior and dated prior to Goebel’s in- 
stallation as governor. Although such 
pardons issued in advance of trial had 
been upheld hy the Kentucky court of 
appeals as legal, those produced by 
Powers and his companion were held 
to be of no efféct, and were cited by 
Goebe] men as additional evidence of 
the guilt of the acchsed. 

Then followed, during the course of 
eight years, four legal battles, which 
served to reveal the intensity .of the 
hatreds aroused .by the memorable 
Struggle for the governorship.

The wholesaler and retailer add to 
the price of all goods sold the freight 
and with every increase in these rates 
the value of the goods as sold by the 
retailer, across the counter, or the 
jobber in smaller lots is advanced. 


All Cities Affected. 


This advance ig not aimed, particu- 
larly, at Atlanta, Ga., or any particu- 
lar state but is to affect all cities and 
states allke.

According to the circular being gen; 
erally issued the rate on articleg. in 
Class B are advanced 3 cents per 100 
pounds. This class includes meat, lard, 
ham, bacon and the like. 

Articles in Class C are increased 2 
cents per 100 pounds. This class in- 
cludes flour in sacks. Class D ig in- 
creased a like amount and includes 
corn, wheat, hay, oats and the- like. 
Class F is increased 4 cents per bar- 
rel and is used for shipping flour, 
meal and the lke. re 

As Atlanta is such a large wholesale 
jobbing center it is estimated this in- 
crease wfll cost Atlanta merchants 
thousands of dollars and other mer- 
chants throughout the state the same.

R. J. Robinson and H. Y. Garrett ap- 
peared tO oppose the request for 
license, contending that the place was 
disorderly one, and that it was lo- 
cated in the midst of a respectable 
white residence section of the city.

The league season of i908 is now 
from six to eight weeks old, and, meas- 
ured by all past precedents, teams 
ought to be somewhat strung out by 
now.

In the case of scarcely a single league, 
however, in the present season, are We 
able as yet to determine nearly so much 
as that. In the Saliy League, it is 
true, Jacksonville seems to have the 
rest of the bunch beaten, if not indeed 
outclassed; but this is certifying things 
of one team only. In the national 
league everybody is patiently, yet ex- 
pectantly, watting for Chicago to clap 
on her usual gaprint and gallop away 
from the field. While in the lead, the 
“Cubs'' seem to be finding some diffi- 
culty in shaking off her sister teams. 
In the American League, where we have 
long grown accustomed to heart- 
breaking. races, we are being shown 
that there can be still closer runs for 
the money than have ever cropped out 
in the past. Seven of the eight teams 
look to have splendid chances, the one 
as good as the next. In the Southern 
league we are having much the best 
fight ever registered—here again seven 
teams at least showing pennant possi- 
bilities. And look over whatsoever 
league we will, we find practically an 
identical state of affairs. 

What does all this mean? Is it mere- 
ly a coincidence that the various 
leagues show such evenly-balanced 
teams this year? If this state of aft-

Salient ‘facts: 

there are many more good 
players developed, and to be 
had by managers, tnan formerly. One 
manager can no longer corral al] the 
good players and hold a monopoly of 
them: there are too many to be had. 
2. The managers are more energetic 
and more wide-awake in unearthing 
and capturing telent than ever, 
grow more and more so each year. ‘The 
big teams nowadays have scouts. and 
spies, regularly salaried, scattered all 
over the country spotting talent the 
whole year through. The competition 
being keen, all are bound to get some; 
no one team can get all the good ones. 
3. Managers and moguls grow more 
and more liberal with their money; 
they are willing to pay the price to 
get the right kind of player. In the 
big leagues they have the right to pay 
much as they see fit, and it is a 
very common thing for them now to 
pay a young fortune for one man,. in 
the miner leagues, by invariably unan- 
imous vote, the moguls almost yearly 
increase their salary limits. With each 
team willing to spend the same money, 
each team (under all the other condi- 
tions that now obtain) ought to get 
about the same grade of players. Clear- 
do.

4. The salary limit in the minor 
leagues is being strictly adhered to. 
Were it not so, some teams in a league 
woulg vastly outclass others, for some 
teams could afford, and would be will- 
ing, to pay much higher salaries than 
others were they not restrained by the 
rule. That they have not always re- 
garded the limit in the past is prob- 
ably one reason why the teams have 
not been nearer together. 

Doubtless other interesting infer- 
ences could be drawn from the close 
races this year, but these are sufficient 
to stimulate thought for a while. Few 
leading teams at present have a per- 
centage much over .600, and some of 
them are down as low as .550, indi- 
cating that they are losing almost as 
many games as they win. The. lower 
the percentage of the leading team the 
greater the number of teams in that 
league that have good fighting chances 
for the pennant. This may make it 
hard:.for ‘“Dope’’ to select the “sure 
thing,” but it is all the better for the 
game. A league with only one or two 
contenders for first place cannot, in 
the nature of things, create or claim 
the public enthusiasm that a league 
with six or seven evenly-matched 
teams can develop. Each city in the 
league rightly considers it has as good 
a chance as the next, and counts itself 
in the running; and that’s why, despite 
hard times, baseball all over the coun- 
try is paying as well as, or better than,

The selection of some _ seventy-six 
men by the committee to represent 
Unole Sam at the Olympic games proves 
an eye-opener in more ways than one. 
Firstly, {t indicates the perfect horde 
of high-grade performers our country 
is developing in this branch of sport 
It also demonstrates that the commit- 
tee will no longer be satisfied with 
the winning of first places only— 
choice plums though these be, but is 
determined to rake in some seconds 
and thirds as well. This is most com- 
mendable, and 1S nRecessary to insure 
carrying off the greatest number of 
points. It is not sufficient merely to 
win the greatest number of firsts alone, 
for ther we might still be beaten in 
total number of points by some team 
that had carefully nursed their 
second and third-string men. 

And, then again, it is just as well to 
show the world that we can produce 
over here in this great land of raw 
and af finished products more than one 
man at a time who can beat the rest 
of the globe in this, that or the other 
thing. We've got lots of ‘em, and we 
know it; and what's more, we want 
the others to know it. 

This full list of 76 may not be taken, 
but they probably all will. It al) depends 
upon the amount of money raised. It is 
easy to Bee now why the committee 
wanted $50,000 to take the team as far 
as London only, when two years ago 
$25,000 sufficed to carry the athletes to 
Athens. (Mlearly a gigantic team, in 
point of numbers, was in contemplation 
from the beginning, and I doubt not 
this plan is heartily indorsed by all 
For one thing it will cer- 
tainly insure more sleep for the trainer, 
for with several good men entered in 
each event not so much is dependent 
upon the physical fitness or condition 
or any individual. If one man happens 
to be sick or off-color on the day of the 
games, we will still have others just 
about as good; and it is not likely that 
all our! men in a particular event will 
be “under the weather” on the same 
day. 

Had you stopped to think for a mo- 
ment what an undertaking it is to as- 
semble nearly a hundred athletes from 
all parts of an area comprising several 
million ‘square miles and _ transport 
them about 4,000 miles over seas, and all 
“just for the fun of the thing?” We 
surmise no nation but America could 
do that, 

And this brings us to a point worth 
making. Track and field = athletics, 
rowing and yachting are about the only 
forms of sport that are, or in their 
nature can .be, common to all nations 
and peoples; and in all three of these 
the Anglo-Saxon greatly excels. Eng- 
land leads the world when it comes to 
rowing, but America is strongly to the 
fore in the other two branches. 

This year, however, we are going to 
send a crew ourselves to the Olympics. 
We will not win the event, but we will 
be making a start and that’s a whole 
lot. 

It should be observed, too, that we 
are trying to get a finger under the 
pie crust in other lines also. For in- 
stance, “Throwing the. javelin’’ was an 
event down on the program at the re- 
c@nt Philadelphia trials. I dare say 
we should encounter some difficulty try- 
ing to persuade national and natural 
javelin-throwers to undertake  pole- 
vaulting, hurdle-racing or baseball, but 
we Americans never flinch at tackling 
the other man’s game, as well as those 
common to the world. 

Cause for Cengratulation, 

The college baseball season is over 
and, whatever the football troubles of 
the fall, we can at least gay with grat- 
ification to the public and congratula- 
tions to the colleges that everything in 
the baseball line passed off smoothly 
and serenely. There has been generally 
fine sportsmanship displayed, much less 
wrangling than usual, noe disputed nor 
protested games, and nearly all of them 
played for the game's sake, not for the 
sake of victory by itself. Also, there 
has been litthe or no disputatious argu- 
ment over the various ‘‘All-Southerns’”’ 
and the various team rankings. If this 
indicates a willingness to put faith in 
the good intentions and judgment of 
the reviewers it is well. kf it indicates 
an indifference to the ‘“‘championship”’ 
proposition it Is better. After all. what 
does it matter whether this man or that 
man or the whole world thinks that 
Atwater is the “champion” team or 
that Bingham is? Ov what does it mat- 
ter that John Smith guesses that Jim 
Brown is the best pitcher, while Joe 
Robinson opines that Bill Smithers is 
the better?

FRENCH HORSEMEN HOPEFUL. 


They Belleve New York Law Will 
Drive Americans Abroad. 


June 13—French horsemen ex- 
pect that the action of the New York 
legislature in passing the anti-betting

Would Not Sell Land. 

On February 13, last, Sir A. Har- 
dinge informed Sir Edward Grey that 
he had had two interviews with M. de 
Cuvelier on the subject. The Congo 
government, it appears, has décided not 
to offer for sale any lands under the 
decree of June 3, 1906, considering it 
inexpedient to modify its statement of 
assets and liabilities pending annexa- 
tion. “I told M. de Cuvelier very plain- 
ly,”’ says the British minister, ‘that 
you would not in my belief be satisfied 
with this answer,’’ and that the atti- 
tude of the Congo government “was 
equivalent to a confession of unfriend- 
liness to British missionary work. M. 
de Cuvelier strongly deprecated any 
Such interpretation, and wished me in 
reporting this conversation to you to 
Say that he entirely repudiated any 
want of sympathy with our mission- 
aries. I said these were mere phrases 
which were contradicted by the acts of 
the Congo government. oce & ‘ felt 
bound to say that the manner in which 
the Congo government had dealt and 
was dealing with this whole question 
constituted, in my opinion, a practical 
disregard of our treaty rights.’’ 

It was at this point that, on March 
2. Sir Edward Grey instructed the min- 
ister to request the Congo government 
to give an assurance in writing that, 
Should annexation not be voted by par- 
liament before the end of May, 
would without further delav sell to 
British missionaries suitable sites. In 
reply M. de Cuvelier, on March 28, re- 
peated an assurance already given that. 
in such case, the Congo government 
would examine the question without 
further delay.

Removal of Cause on Account of 


Diverse Citizenship. 


A corporation composed of a consoli- 
dation of various companies organized in 
different states was held by the Unite 
States supreme court in Patch v. W4- 
bash ‘Ry. Co., 28 Supreme Court. Re- 
porter, 80, not entitled to remove a> 
suit brought against it in a court of a 
state in which one of the constituent 
companies was incorproated, to a fed- 
era! court.

Grey. Vice Consul Michell says: 

“The native is far from idle: as a rute 
he is physically unable, and the cli- 
mate and conditions of his existencé 
unfit him for sustained hard labor. 
There is nothing ennobling in mere 
forced labor, without profit or progress 
or prospect of advancement. It is dif- 
ficult for those who have not seen it to 
realize the sordid poverty, the hard 
life and the constant dangers, the se- 
verity of the climatic conditions, in 
which the native lives. He owns no 
more than do the beasts of the forest. 
Hunting, fishing and planting are dan- 
gerous and toilsome. 

“Considering all things, the native 
blacksmiths, basket makers, weavers, 
wood men, canoe makers, net makers, 
fishermen, hunters, etc., perform an as- 
tenishing amount of work in the most 
intelligent and skilful manner. The 
women, too, are constantly employed. 
The native feels the climate as much 
as the white man, and is less able to 
resist the sun, the damp, the poisons 
and the fevers, and other diseases in 
his naked. ill-fed, ill-protected and ig- 
norant condition. These kill off 50 
per cent of the children, and another 
25 per cent before they reach man- 
nood.”’

Tell the Grade of Land. 


“The various soils of the county will 
be shown on the map in such a way 
(hat one can determine at a glance the 
grade of land in any locality. The map 
will be on the scale of | inch to the 
mile, and will show besides the soils, 
public and settlement roads, dwellings, 
schoo! houses, churches, streams, towns, 
country stores and points of local in- 
terest. 

“In determining the character of the 
land the goil is examined to a dépth of 
three feet or more, as often as there 
is any indication of a change in the 
component material. 

“AN that soil having the same color, 
texture (fine or coarse), drainage condi- 
tion, depth to subsoil, color and tex- 
of subsoil, is named and shown 
the map in a particular color. 
“According to this scheme of clagsi- 
fication, we have gravelly soils, coarse 
and fine sands, foams, fine, coarse and 
medium sandy loams, clays, clay loams, 
etc. There may be several kinds of 
each of these class¢s; for instance, we 
may have a light gray sandy loam, ora 
heavy black sandy loam, or a sandy 
loam, with a vellow or a red clay sub- 
soil, and so on. Those soils in this 
section which are underlain by a red 
Sandy clay, are called Orangeburg soils, 
those with a yellow sandy clay subsoll 
fail in the Norfolk series, while most of 
the black soils belong into the Ports- 
mouth series.

(Consider- 
able areas of this type also have been 
mapped in Thomas and Grady. 

“Samples of each type or sof! taken here 
and there throughout the area are sent 
to Washington for analysis. From in- 
formation gained through analysis. and 
experimental work upon each kind of soll, 
Supplemented by field observations 
garding the successes and failures of the 
prevailing methods of soil management. 
and by information secured from the 
study of these soils in other sections, 
conclusions are drawn and suggestions 
Offered as to improvements in the meth- 
ods of handling soils, crop adaptations, 
the use of fertilizers, @hances for the 
introduction of profitable new crops, or, 
in short, any change or move that may 
seem a source of possible advantage to 
the agricultural interests of the coun- 
try. Also the possibilities of the vari- 
ous soils with respect to yield and range 
of crop production, climatic conditions. 
transportation facilities, etc... are dis- 
cussed as matters of information for 
outside homeseeékKers. ’ 

“The soil survey serves as a basis for 
working out the best rotations. the hbest 
fertilizers, and the best cultural methods 
for the varioug soilg of a particular re- 
gion.

Commercial Fertilizers, 


“It has long been the practice offarm- 
ers to use commercial fertilizers indis- 
criminately on all soils with mever a 
check on exact resuits derived. 

Now, it is possible to determine the 
best fertilizers for a given soil, by 
measuring the yields of crops grown on 
plats separately treated with various 
kinds and amounts of fertilizers. A 
Onemical analysis is expensive and is 
not always ag reliable as the plat test. 
Again, farmers are buying constantly 
improved varieties of seed from men 
who never forget to tell of the wonder- 
ful yields, but who nearly always neg- 
lect to state the character of soi] the 
variety was bred upon. These imported, 
improved varieties sometimes give good 
results, Dut oftener prove unsatisfactory. 
The reason is plainiy evident when it is 
understood that a plant bred wpon a 
particular type of soli, not infrequently 
reverts or ioség all the improvement 
gained through years of seed selection, 
when grown On a soil of a decidedly dif- 
ferent character. In other words, 
plants adapt themselves to their environ- 
ments, and are apt to undergo changes 
when the surrounding conditions are 
changed. According to Professor Bur- 
gess, of the United States bureau of 
Ssoils,.the Loole variety of cotton, devel- 
oped upon a deep upland sandy soil 
would do best only when grown on 
similar well-drained sandy soll, while 
the Strickland big Doll, Dred upon a@ rich, 
moist soil, would find good bottom land 
soils best suited to its requirements. 

State Experiment Stations. 


“The state experiment stations are do- 
ing excellent work in determining the 


manural requirements of crops, the best 
variety of crops, the best rotation cul- 
tural methods, etc., but the question 
arises: Is the experiment station work 
sufficiently broad in its scope? Can the 
results be used to advantage by the 
whole state? If the experiments are 
carried out upon a few types of. soil 
found only in a limited portion of 
state, then the results are 
only to the soils found in that section,

and correctly applicable only to the pare 
ticular soil upon which the experiments | 


were conducted. The soils of northern 
Georgia are not at all like those of 
southern Georgia, ana are not the same 
in their crop adaptations, fertilizer re- 
quirements, ete. The red clay lands. of 
the Piedmont region of Georgia are gen- 
erally not so deficient in potash as the 
sandy soils of southern Georgia, and 
they are not, In most instances, suited 
to the same variety of cotton, they re- 


quire different preparation for the seed | 
two | 


bed: in short, the soils of the 
regions are different enough to warrant 
the conclusion that an experiment sta- 
tion in each region would be of incal- 
culably more benefit to the state tkan 
one station working for the whole. 


Benefit of Surveys. 

surveys of the soil it has 
been shown that certain types predomi- 
nate over a. considerable portion of 
country, embraced within a given physi- 
ographic land division like the coastal 
plain, or Piedmont or the Appala- 
chian’ mountain region. Now, by making 
surveys in advance an experiment Ssta- 
tion or a test farm could be so located 
as to include the most important soils 
of a large area of country, and in this 
way experimental effort could be di- 
rected with a more definite purpose, and 
the result could the better be inter- 
preted and used by the farmers of the 
region. 

“The soils in this part of Georgia are 
adapted to such a bewildering variety of 
crops that greater diversification and 
consequently greater agricultural devel- 
Opment are inevitable. 
section is famous for its 
‘Georgia sirup.” and for its 
ons. In time its wrapper and filler to- 
bacco will come to be recognized prod- 
ucts of superior quality. There are niu- 
merous chances for broad and profitable 
extensions along other lines outside of 
the ‘cotton and corn’ plan of farming. 

‘Good yieldof fine sweet potatoes can 
te grown and put on the market ahead 
of those prosperous sections that have 
become famous for their sweet potatoes 
An early potato is always in demand fn 
the north. but as yet few are shipped 
from this section. 

‘Early Trish potatoes could be grown 
for market very much more extensively 
and on a profitable basis, as could also 
calbbage, cucumbers, cantaloups and 
other vegetables. There are soils no- 
where better adapted for forage crops, 
velvet beans and cowpeas do well, and 
improve the soil by adding ‘numus and 
nitrogen, the highest priced ingredient 
of commerciai fertilizers. By growing 
rye, oats, sorghum, cowpeas, velvet 
beans and peanuts, cattle and hogs can 
be supplied with excellent green feed 
nearly the year around Stock-raising 
could be made not only a profitable in- 
dustry. but with proper care and use of 
the barn yard refuse, soils could be 
brought to a higher state of productive- 
ness than ever would be attained 
through the prevailing indiscriminate 
use of commercial fertilizers. Ohemica]

Rotation of Crops. 


‘‘Solls in which the organic matter or 
humus content has been allowed to run 
lOW assume a more nearly lifeless condi- 
tion and are apt to become crusty or 
compact after rains. Proper rotation of 
crops is also necessary for the main- 
tenance of good soil .conditiong and for 
getting rid of certain diseases, like cot- 
ton-root rot. 

“Varieties of cotton and corn better 
suited to the soil and climate must be 
bred up at home. While there remains 
much to be done in the way of agricul- 
tural improvements, farmers are getting 
interested and are thinking more about 
the individual, needs and exact crop 
adaptations of their soil. 

‘Improved farming implements are com- 
into use, and on the whole the pros- 
pect is for steady agricultural advance- 
ment. At the present time the country 
seems tO be grievously concerned over 
the wastful way in which the nation 1s 
exinausting its national resources. We 
hear that within the next fifty or one 
nundred years our supplies of coal and 
reached: the point of 
depletion; that our fofests will ‘have 
been stripped from the land and that the 
rainfall, in its rapid flow from these 
areas, will cause the filling of the 
Stream channels of the contiguous 
lower country, and the destruction of 
valuable farm lands. by the then in- 
creased overflows. We do not hear so 
much of the sad story told by crop sta- 
tistics; that the acreage yields of some 
of owr staple crops are gradually de- 
creasing, rather than increasing: that 
our methods of soil treatment are such 
as are causing a reduction of soll pro- 
ductivity.
